J. P. Kernocnan, Mrs. fieneral CnU 
luni, Sirs. Ktoul, Mrn. Aster, Mrg. \Vct- 
morc, Mrs- F. W. Sloven?, Mra.

Tucker, Miss Jiussell and a few others who 
havo tbo taste, and who have proved to bo 
excellent managers. It BhouM ho organised
